plosive antiaircraft bullets. 


At the outset, the flimsy mili- 


tary planes of the time were 
used mainly for front-line recon- 
naissance. Pilots fired at enemy 
pilots with pistols and rifles. 
Aerial evolution was quick. The 
planes were turned into effec- 
tive warcraft by the installation 
of machine guns, and the devel- 
opmsnt of bombers, notably the 
German Gotha, soon followed. 


In the September 1914 battle 


of the Marne, the French rushed 
6,000 troops to the front in Paris 
taxicabs. 


The Germans pioneered the 


use of poison gas in the second 
battle of Ypres in April and 
May 1915. 


The British invented tanks, 


which made a first appearance 
on the Somme in September 
1916.

The most intense storm piled 


up to 11 inches of snow in six 
hours on top of earlier accumu- 
lations that temporarily strand- 
ed thousands of motorists in 
parts of New England Sunday. 


Millinocket, in central Maine, 


measured 19 inches of snow by 
early today while nearby Green- 
ville huddled under 16 inches. 


State police in southern Ver- 


mont and New Hampshire re- 
ported thousands of motorists 
temporarily stalled Sunday on 
secondary roads when up to 10 
inches of slushy snow caught 
them 
without snow tires or 


chains. 


Somo early season skiers in

Doing their thing for only the 


third time this fall, the Hope Bob- 
cats came on strong last Friday 
night and eased by the Camden 
Lincoln Tigers 13-0 on a second- 
half splurge before several hun- 
dred persons in Camden. 


One main aset was achieved 


for Hope in the game, and that 
was simply experiencing sweet 
victory before the 
Nashville 


clash this Friday night. After los- 
ing to Magnolia 33-0 last week 
the Scrappers stood 6-3-1, which 
is considered a bad year for Joe 
Goodrum's forces. 


After gaining domination of the 


field position game late in the 
opening period, the 
Bobcats 


never conceded it again . Four 
times Hope drives carried with- 
i- *HP Lincoln 20, only to fail, 
before

pleted. 


The first score came on the 


opening play of the second half, 
when Rodney Jones took a hand- 
off and blasted 73 yards between 
the hash marks for the longest 
scoring play a Hope team had de- 
livered in several years. That 
took the steam out of the Tigers 
and they never again got their 
offense moving again. 


Mean while the Bobcat defense 


grew stingier by the minute, act- 
ually blanking Lincoln for zero 
yards rushing in the final two 
quarters. 


That last score came early in 


the fourth period, climaxing a 
six-play, 33-yard drive. 
After 


Reyenga had beaten out 14 yards 
to the 19, two runningplays were 
unsuccessful 
and a long third 


down situation developed. 


Here Massanelli drifted back 


to pass from the 23, and lobbed 
an easy one to Rodney Jones in 
the left flat. Wide open, Rodney 
carried to the 12 for 11 yards, 
but that wasn't enough. So Mas- 
sanelli pulled the same call once 
more to the other side, and Rod- 
ney, was stopped only a couple of 
inches short of paydirt.

This writer saw the Scrappers 


four weeks ago in an easy 35-6 
win over Arkadelphia Peake, and 
it was hard to tell how the Nash- 
ville boys could be beaten. Also, 
they were playing that night with- 
out one of their best backs and a 
tough defensive end, but they still 
looked tough. 


Of the Scrappers' three losses, 


only the Magnolia defeat wasem- 
harassing. With several key play- 
ers out they were beaten 13-7 by 
4-AA Arkadelphia, and they lost 
to Prescott 17-14 a couple of 
weeks ago. The other blemish on 
Nashville's slate was a 20-20 tie 
with Hope's Yerger Tigers, who 
are in the midst of perhaps their 
finest year ever. 


With that impressive back- 


field, the Scrappers also have a 
good-sized line, a tough defense, 
and a good placement kicker in 
tailback Bubba Wallis. Probably 
the main problem for Coach Joe 
Goodrum, though, has been find- 
ing a comparative replacement 
tor All-State quarterback James 
Turley, who graduated.
